■ THERE was a feel¬ 
ing of protest in the air 
as the warm weather 
continued through 
July. 

A campaign against 
plans to build a new 
super prison at Beam 
Reach in Dagenham 
gathered pace with the 
number of people sign¬ 
ing a petition reaching 
more than 4,000. 

The office of 
Dagenham MP Jon 
Cruddas was also 
flooded with 1,000 let¬ 
ters and phone calls 
from residents fighting 
the proposals for the 
jail, which would hold 
2,000 inmates.A cam¬ 
paign to keep a post 
office in Dagenham 
Heathway was 

launched. 

■ In neighbouring 
Redbridge, a smaller 
campaign group 
including Seven Kings 
and Newbury Park 
Residents Association 
gathered outside 
Newbury Park train 
station.The group, 
which was joined by 
local councillors and 
Ilford South MP Mike 
Gapes and Ilford North 
MP Lee Scott were 
protesting over the fail¬ 
ure to install lifts at the 
station. The work was 
started by Transport 
for London (TfL) with 
shafts being dug for 
the lifts, but they were 
bricked up again and 
the project was shelved 
when cash ran out in 
2009. 
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September 

■ PLANS to shut 
down 600 air quality 
monitoring sites were 
unveiled by the 
Government. 

The cutback would 
save nearly £50million 
over 10 years, but crit¬ 
ics said 75 per cent of 
highways in Waltham 
Forest already exceed 
European pollution 
limits and removing 
legal obligations on 
councils to monitor air 
quality was a mistake. 

Rosemary 
Warrington, from the 
Waltham Forest and 
Redbridge Green 
Party, said: “At a time 
when air pollution is 
one of the largest and 
most widespread pub¬ 
lic health problems, it 
seems insane to 
remove regulations.” 

■ The concerns over a 

lack of primary school 
places in Barking and 
Dagenham continued. 
Deputy leader of the 
council Rocky Gill 
warned that schools 
could be forced to 
teach pupils in shifts 
in two years’ time 
unless the 

Government provided 
more funding. 

He said: “We don’t 
want to do it, but I 
can’t tell parents go 
out of the borough. 
My surgeries are full 
of parents with three

Griffiths and Kevin Doyle. 

But, despite surviving late penalty 
appeals when Bakary Sako went 
down rather too easily in the Orient 
box and a late Griffiths’ free-kick, 
the O’s kept trying to win the game, 
leaving a delighted Slade admitting: 
“I am very proud of the team - we 
showed great character - we were 
excellent - absolutely excellent. 

“Wolves started very well and 
could have put the game beyond 
us. But, the important thing was 
staying in the game and in the sec¬ 
ond period we came back into it, 
and we got the goal and started tak¬ 
ing the game to them for ten to fif¬ 
teen minutes.”
